Labor Problems 
International 
In Their Scope 

Working Men Poorly Or- 
ganized In Richest Nation 

NORMAN THOMAS 



Challenges Students To Face i 
Economic And Social Pro- 
blems Honestly 

Chur.acterlzing tho unsatisfactory 
labor conditions of the United States 
OS not a local Imt a worhl-wido prob- 
lem to bo taken up by the n.-itlons, Mr. 
Norman Thomoa, noted soc-Iallsl, de- 
livered a powerful address before 
mbmbers of the .McGill Daibor Club 
and S.CA. yesterday In Strathcona 
Hall. 

Mr. Thomas Is a graduate of 
Princeton University and Union The- 
ological Seminary. Ho was Jthe social- 
ist candidate in the recent United 
States Presidential Elections. He has 
been chnr.aclerizea by the I>ea.gue of 
Industrial Democracy as their most 
successful director of that institution. 

The condition of the working man 
In the United States is not as satis- 
factory as It looks on the surface. 
Wages have not kept pace with prices 
ami ni.\ny men are attenipting to live 
on earnings which arc f,ir below a 
proper livelihood. Mr. Thomaa men- 
tioned that in New Bedford, Massa- 
chusetts, wages are as low as twenty 
dollors' a week, on which salar}*, no 
one can live decently. 

"If tho richest nation in the world 
h.-ts tho worst unorganized condition 
of labor, the question is not only a 
national one but a world question as 
well!'.' In .percentage of orgunize<J 
workers, the United States la lower 
than almost any other Kuropean na- 
tion. It is. ill fact, a little lower than 
Poland. The printing and needle 
trades up to. the present limé ara the 
only properly arganlzed ii-adci. 

Tlio socialistic propaganda, headed 
by tho statement, "Workers of -the 
world, unite; you havo nothing to lose 
but your chains," was analysed by 
.Mr. Thomas. Xo such ideal conditions 
can bo realized, nor can the workers

Society Meets Wednesday 
Feb. l .^'N— O- 

Follows Speeches 

'The positive and negative values of 
censorship in all its forms, -will come 
under the criticism of debaters at the 
next m«etIng'of the Debating Union 
.Society, to be held on Wednesday. 
February 13th, at 8.15 p.m. in the 
Union Ballroom. 

A team composed of three debaters 
from three western Universities In 
Canada will be present to support the 
value of placing the ban on certain 
co-called harmful factors in t'ne pre- 
sent civilized system. McGill will op- 
pose thetn with -V. ^31» Klein. J. Jef- 
fries, and Fred"V. Stone, -who have 
already distinguished themselves as 
competent speakers. 

Censorship was a subject discussed 
by the Canadian dobators when on 
their recent tour in England and Scot- 
land. In a short interview, Bernard 
Alexander one of tho members of the 
team, yesterday characterized the 
<luestIon as a burning one as far as 
ISngland is concerned. There exists in 
the Old Country, a freedom of speech 
»-hich is unknown here. In public 
places, under the vcrj* eyes of police 
and officials, tho common citizens 
have the right to express their views 
and offer criticism on the actions and 
policies of the fîovernment and on 
present conditions in connection with 
religious bodies. People are encour- 
aged to speak their minds, and have 
a real part In the outward affairs of 
tho government. 

In the recent controver.sy ;u the 
University of Toronto, over certain 
statements made In tho "Varsity", 
tho question of freedom of speech and 
the pre.s.^ came Into the limelight. 
Some are opposed to censorship wltli 
the belief that every man has a right 
to express any opinion he likes, or to 
see or read any printed matters ho 
dix-iircs. No separate body Is in a pos- 
ition to dictate morals to a people. 

Tho uieeUng on Wednesilay will ho 
open to all students. Al the conclu- 
sion of the main debate, others pre- 
sent will be allowed to express their 
opinions. A division of the house will 
tlien be called, and the winners of 
(he debate will bo dei-idcd in this 
fashion. Women students ami out- 
siders win be accomodated In tho bloo 
of i»eats at the further end of the 
ballroom from the platfoçm.

Dr. Keys Speaks 
at Journal Club 

Refraction Of Electrons And 
Magnetic Field Discussed 

This session's 16th. w-eek!y meeting 
■3f the "Journal Club" was held yest- 
erday in til.. I'hyslcs Bldg. at 5 p.m. 
Dr. Keys and Mr. Watson beins 
the two speakers on the program. 
Mr, Watson described a method for 
measuring the iniKnetic field of tho 
:arth. Tills is dona by placing a 
moveab'e co 1 between two Helmholts 
coils. Current is ted into tho three 
colls, the moveable ono receiving just 
enough current to balance tho cur- 
rc\it in tho llelmholtz coils. Tho 
central or iiiovcablu coil is thon af- 
itctèd by ::i.; c.irth's magnetic field 
onb", and by iiicisuriug tho amount 
of i-otation of tho coil, w-o can find 
the strength of tho earth's magnetic 
field. 

nesoarcli along these b'nes Is of es- 
r-ccial interest now because of Us 
tn'cct on modern mining. It is now 
po.sslblc to locate a. mina o:- ore vein 
by prospecting w-lth electrical instru- 
ments only. During tho discussion 
which followed tho reading ot tho 
r-t'per. Dr. Eve related how a certain 
McQill graduato bad located two aetr 
nickel mines for the Mond n'ckel 
poopic by simply waUiais ovor tho 
ground with a magnetometer. This 
il-ustraies tho modern trend In min- 
ing towards tho substitution of more 
scientific means of prospecting for 
tho old taaphaz.-u-d, hlt-or-mlss me- 
thods. 

Dr. Keys then spoko on tho rof Fac- 
tions. Ho described tho Dav! 
Gerner effect and Rupp's e.vperlm«ntï 
on tho rcfi.ution of oioctrons. Tho 
electron.*!, when flow.ng agjainst » 
n'ctal plato hit It and aro reflected 
back, behaving like waves. If fast 
electrons aro .shot at a mctaf plate 
il;ey reflected back, coming liko light 
from a foggy window. Ur. Keys re« 
ported the latest expérimenta along 
these lines, and told of their import-, 
anco to tho present-day -work -with 
CooliilRc lubes, x-ray and cathodo 
r.-iy tiibe.s etc.

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THE WRONG TRACK 

The .subject, of the Women's Intel-faculty 
Debate at Hart House last night was "Resolved 
that man lias a one-track mind." We wonder if 
the debaters made use of the valuable illustra- 
tion provided on Page Three of the issue of the 
Varsity in winch the notice of the debate ap- 
l>eared. It seems that Miss Lillian Ramsey, a 
freshman at Oberlin College, is at present in the 
hospital, having won a bet on Monday night 
that she could sit on a railroad track longer 
than William B. Robinson, a .sophomore. All 
went well until a train came along. Robinson, a 
mere man, jumped off the track just in time 
and tried to pull Miss Ramsey with him. But 
it was not to be. Miss Ramsey \yon her bet. 

The humourous, jesting .spirit evident in a 
bet of this nature is as nothing compared to the 
obvious difficulties to be met before the issue 
can be finally settled. The splendid spirit of 
camaraderie and wholesome sport which must 
be necessary if two young people are to sit bliss- 
fully on a railroad track while a train i.s ap- 
proaching, shows, in a stricking light what 
highly developed minds these two young 
people must have acquired as a result of their 
education. We wonder how much money Miss 
Ramsey won. But that is not so very import- 
ant after all. What we admire most of all is the 
spirit of the thing. No doubt, as the train thun- 
dered down the track, money was fer from her 
mind. Splendid girl, splendid man! No doubt 
they did it just for the "game." 

Whether the incident can be of any use in 
proving that man has a one-track mind or that 
two sets of sleepers go to make up his intellect, 

certainly take much pleasure in making a 
present of the illustration to the Delta Sigma 
Society of McGill should they care to debate the 
same subject. 

We may say this much in advance, how- 
ever.

STUDENT PRIVILEGES 

Even though ^^•e are}y-asptudenls> people 
living in an ai-tificial atmosphere are con- 
itantly being brough up aganist the fact that 
our civil Jibertie.s are partly, if not wholely, 
bound about, by iii.stitutioiis which have become 
necessary to be enforced. The recent how-do- 
you-do at Toronto and the actions bringing 
about the «trike at Queen'.'-, together with the 
affair at O.A.C. .show that students actions are 
not looked uiKin with kindness by those who are 
the powers-to-be. 

An economist lias said tlial "there is noth- 
ing that hurts so much as the pain of a new 
tliought. "Whei'e the.se new thoughts ari.se there 
is inevitably the jesiwnsive kick that comes in 
the nervous system of things as they are. A 
student is never a real student unle.s.s lie is con- 
tinually queering the existing state of things 
and so we as students must, wether we like it 
or not, be the ones who cause the pain. 

Ostensibly we come to univer.^ity to pre- 
. pare ourselves for the world outside, as it is 
usually known. Viewing the country as it is 
today it would api)ear that civil liberties are 
not at all liiat liiey appear to be. 'J'he City of 
Toronto in.siHted that all speeches in the city 
should be in English. Montreal t-nyti that no or- 
ganised ouUside meeting should be lield unless it 
has its sanction, although students do not ap- 
pear to comply when a vi<;tory comes their way. 
Newspa})eis have come under the very paternal 
eyes of the law courts. 

If then wc have, to jn-epare ourselves for 
this outside ^^•ul•lrl wc must give up our civil 
libertie.s ut .ijjeei i), piess and assemblage, while 
we are here in college. Of cour.se if these 
methods arc incfiiiitive to violence then there is 
a just cause tui- i-estrainl, but student speech, 
press and meetings do not have those ends in 
v'mv. 

Tile experiments, if we may call them such, 
of the universities mentioned above have shown 
that student opinion is being tolerated, .so that 
when wc go into that outside world we will find 
a jar or two until we get settled down to things. 
If w(! aic ijeing prepared for the outside world 
it would be consistent not to allow .students 
these privileges.

No. 1 On Reading 



In the olden days reading was a criterion of culture. 
To ask whether a man were well-read was to inquire 
whether tliat individual were well-educated. This ititcllectual 
activity was a heritage of tlte student, a pastime of the 
leisurely, a gentleman's pleasure forsootii. The new century, 
has, however seen a change in attitude toward this privilege 
of the intellectuals. With tiic modern trend towards 
specialisation in the arts, the sciences mid profession?, our 
student no longer concerns himself witli tlic absorption of 
superfluous and miscellaneous knowledge. The student of 
anatomy sees little to attract him in the folios of Dickens; 
the engineering undergraduate refuses to seek solace in tlic 
moral philosophy of George Eliot. Wc observe with con- 
sternation the general adoption of a "one-track " mind. 

Even the students of what is designated as the "liberal 
.\rts" have been no less blameless in this tendency to ignore 
tlic delights which accrue from this mental exercise, Tlicy 
have with enthusiasm adopted the belief that education is 
rather the tesiilt of personal and social contacts made dur- 
ing the adolescent years than the outcome of close and 
continued attention to literature, and having conic to such 
a conclusion they liave with that radicalism always as- 
sociated with student*, reduced book-learning to an in- 
dispensable minimum. In the restless era referred to 
generally as the "post-war " period, pastimes hâve become 
more strenuous. The student says "I will live life râther 
than read about it," and proceeds to do so witii the imtirinè 
energy tlial only youth Iws at its comtiland. Accordingly 
tlic .luieter, more refined hobbies of .the last generation 
have passed away and imonf them sneh iniitiliitioiis as 
parchcfi, stamp-collecting xvl reading K.ny, while wc still 
find philatelists among us, .iiid others who confess a shy 
inclination towards parchesi, reading seems to have virtually 
perished as an c.xtra-currtcular activity. We cross-examine 
the averâgc B..-\. Who, let us say, has honoured in some 
subject other thon English and find tliat his literary re- 
search can be summed up '.v. 'two plays by Shakesp^'are, Oliver 
IVvist, Don Juan, Vanity Fair, and Strange Interlude, a 
hodge-podge, so to speak of desnltory literary interests. 
Nowhere can we find the student who can say. "I have 
read Shakespeare, Dickens, Byron, or Thackeray", imply- 
ing that he is thoroughly acquainted with their works. 
Reading has passed out of 'A'otUc as a student activity 
together with the tandem bicj-cic and the mandolin. It has 
ceased to be a fine art, and evading the control of those 
fitted by circumstance and vocation to use it to the best 
advantage, has become an activity of the masses, Ihe hobby 
of. the intellectual proletariat, and the "piece dc resistance'' 
of that anomaly of human derivation, the flapper. 

It is the abuse of reading by this last type of reader, 
that is arousing student indignation everywhere, and which 
by its very propensity for arousing this irritation will 
probably be an important factor in 'Iriving &'ud'j»ts b.ick to 
their books. It was not very long ago that flaprcrs could be 
defined as "ignorant and irrcsponsiblo.-^young members of 
the female human species'' M-ith the amendment that "they 
were not v.'ell-read." While the original definition still 
hoHs, the amendment has now been discarded. It was a 
trying matter to listen to the irrelevant chatter of a' flighty 
female when she was willing to admit no intellectual attain- 
ments. It has now become an aitnoyance beyond the control 
of mere mortal man to bear,' that woman tiot content with 
acceptm; her proper position in the scale of things, has 
claimed mental equality with man, and with the motivation 
supplied by an inferiority complex, has delved into the 
mine of literature atid extracted quotations and epigrams to 
justify her claim. Pedantry once man's barrier against Wo- 
man hîs bten broken down, and hordes of females swnrni 
in through the breach, and take possession of the cit.idel. 
The youn^ man of today who attends a social function, 
despite the progress that science has tnadc in contributing 
n Ihe comforts and convenieiice of modern life, has not tli.' 
tiimc chance for enjoyment in contact with the other sex 
that his father had bçforç him. Having bctii invited to a 
social gathering, having iouni an attractif partner, tiav- 
ing found an ideal spot j[a porch swing Overlooking a lake 
in the moonlight), and having conducted his fair companion 
thereto, he finds much to his diseoniforture that she is not 
inclined to let nature take its course. She niust discuss 
Srliopenhaucr's outlook on life and women; she niutl dif- 
fcnniiatc between the literary styles of Meredith ai|d 
Hardy; Shç must ask his opinion of Sinclair's "Oil"'; 
and thé young man, muttering .something to the effect of 
"using Imi)eri3l, more miles to the gallon" wends his weary 
^^ay homeward, lamenting the efficacy of Ihe vocal organs 
when situated in the female ihrosi, an thc'cxisteiiije of lit- 
erature generally. 

Dating fruni the lime that reading was discontinued as 
an activity to lie conscicntiou.'ly pursued liy lliosc attending 
our universities, wc have a tendency on the p^rt of the 
general public to adopt an attitude of ostentatious learning 
which is superficial and fllsc in its very nature. A student 
was formerly re.speclcd to the extent lliai he waj given in 
competition in his own vocation. It wis taken lor griinlcl 
that the .-.tudciit was wcll-reâd a>id it was gneccssary for 
him to display this fact, just as it is unccésiiry for the 
successful business nun to carry about huge bags of coin 
ab visible proof of his prosperity. Since collège education 
lias become more or kis a [>opuiar commodity with an 
increajc in the nfenibcr of students and a consequent increase 
in the iminUr of contacts belwccii students and public, the 
layman has come to déspise tlic Student, to siispcc't the real 
reason for hit retisccncc on academical (picsiions, and to at- 
lenijit to beat him on his own grouds. The man of business 
pivei the oAkf-v éludent a four-yfar handicap and then 
elaims thit he can absorb all the culture of the ages in con- 
centrated form and out of business hours, ^todern inventive 
«cnius with itf tendencies determined by a ntacliiiic age has 
constijucntly devised a method of lightening labour, lie have 
cation, ' hijfA.i and [uniphlels wherein are recorded quol.Tllons 
Ihe introduction of "Scrap-Books' and Roads to Self Hdu- 
from the litirary artists of the age?. These arc jearned by 
heart and at the next social event ihç mcmorizer proceeds to 
("what is charatteriicd in the vernacular) "knock'cm dead" 
or ill explanation to niy more fasiidious readers, bewilder 
I he assembled gathering by a darzliiiç display of erudite 
knowledge and literary attainments. Tfiti^, fràni the time of 
the degradation of rcadipg, we have a veneer of learning 
adopted by the niasses, who eifiploy neither sense nor taste 
in its use or appjication. 

The credulous man on the ftrcct warned by advertise- 
ments in popular fieriodical publication will allow no one to 
laugh at him. He will si>cak to the waiter in French. The" 
college man has learned better. Having ,-icqiiircd at college 
a .^ensc of discrimination he h.is observed i\\;a the wailcr is 
.1 Chinaman. But taste and discripiination arc not enough. 
Wu must liavc the intpllcctiial bac|(groui)d ; wc have receiv- 
ed a heritage, a literary trai|iti6ti, and it rests upon onr 
shoulders to carry thij! onward lliro'u|li the Slôiigh of 
Supcrficjjilltjr.

It is quite the taslilon nowadays for 
foreigners, who have pair a flying 
visit to iny country or miulc at vari- 
ous porloils n lew v.ccU.s aojoiiru 
Ihero'.n, to conic fgrth on the public 
platform or in the public, newspapers 
In order to give Icss-favourcd country- 
men the benefit of Ihcll- wonderful ox- 
pcrlcnccK. It docs not mntlcr that 
they liavo but scanty knowlcdgu uf 
the language or laqgiiascs spoken in 
Uie peninsula, or that they iuc com- 
pletely out oC sympathy with the uses, 
customs and rcllsion of tlic people. 
!i3uch drawbacks appareiilly do not 
prevent llieni from forniinE unerring 
Judgineiits on ail questions that have 
to do with Spain. 

It It were not, llierérorc, for the 
fact that Mr. Adnlr'n address w.m 
elven under tlio aui^picoa oC Mctîlll 
University, I yhouM lake no iiotlec of 
It. Under the circilmstanccs an official 
seal or guarantee has been lent to the 
iccturor's views or judgments, which 
makes It InipoESlblc for mc to let llu-in 
pasi.s in .silence. 1 desire to state here 
that these judgments, as reported in 
iho various newspapers, arc purely 
personal, fantastical, or exaggerated. 
Most of them are what the historian, 
Don Hafael A'.tamira, terms "prc- 
sclentlflc", which Is tantamount to 
saying that tlicy arc superficial judg- 
inciits, not to bo taken into account 
by any serious person. Let us oxam'ne 
some of them, as expressed In. the Jfc. 
(:;ill l.l:illy: 

"fcspain is really in two distinct 
parts. There is the tourist Spain

"SVhIle the .Moors were sup- 
poscdly driven out of the country, 
near iho end of tho lûtii century, 
many uhm'stukGablc customs arc 
.still carrlctl on. Among the Jloor.s 
thenisolvcs thoro is no trial by 
jury, but offences arc eon.'iilerod 
.inil remedied- by :i. small group of 
elders. This still goes on despltf 
the fact that it Is not lawful ac- 
cording to Christian decrees." 
The historical facts, as Mtute<l here, 
arc false, and likewise the conclus- 
ions drawn from them. Mr. Adair Is 
evident ly confounding the Moors with 
tho ,Iews. The latter were driven out 
of .Sp.iin near the end of the intli 
century. In the year 1 ID:, to I,c ex;icl. 
Because the fall of CJran.Tda took place 
111 tbu .same year. Mr. .Vdair has 
rushed to tho conclusion that the 
Moors were expered along with Iho 
Jews. As a matter of tact, the Jfoors 
after the fall of Granada were allowcl 
to w thdraw to the Aliiujarra*, a 
mountainous district rurthor to the 
suuth. ilero they remained until their 
expulsion In the 17 century (1609-10), 
through tear of their co-operation wlt!i 
the Turks who were threatening to 
attack Spain. Previous to their expul- 
sion they liad risen In robeiron 
several times, and the story of their 
struggles In related by Ulego Hurtado 
dc McndOza, In his "Qucrra de Gran- 
ada."', the finest historical work of the 
lOtli century. U Is clear that Jtr. 
.Vdair has no profound knowledge of 
Spanish history, or he could not have 
overlooked Afendoza's magniCIcant 
v.'ork. This Mendoza was also a great 
poet, and was famous in many other 
respects. To him Is generally a',- 
tributed the authorship of "lîl La- 
zari'lo dc Tonnes", the first great 
Spanlfh novel. 

It is hard to say what Mr. Adair 
meant in the bitter part oi" tiiis 
paragraph. The Institutions that ih'J 
Arabs and Moors left behind them In 
Spain are unfortunately few. One oC 
them la the celebrated "Tribunal do 
Aguas" In Valencia and .Murcla, 
siiMic account o: which tliï reader 
Mill find in one of Rlasco Ibaffe-.:'.-. 
novels. The refusal of Spain, from 
the lith century on wards, to con- 
.sort wltii Jews and .\r.abs, and the 
determination. approved by all 
Kiirope, to maintain ':i pure Mm.kI 
.ind a pure faith, was a powerful 
laclor In her • decline. The ' phll-

a test of argumentallvo ability and 
gives no real Indication of powers ot 
oratory. Ho Ijellcvcd thot the practice 
of making short after dinner speeches 
to friends and rolallves would bo more 

voluable lh.-«n participation In deb- 
ales as a preparation for public speak- 
ing. By reading g'ood Joke books and 
studying moral questions one would 
bo better qualified to entertain an 
audience llian by ' developing argu- 
mentative ability. Debaters ofo art- 
ificial and after dry and unlntclesting.
